About the time cbngresa became aware 
folks back home were watchinft every spcnd- 
Ins bill and demanding caution with the tax 
money, the voices of big spcndlrjB began to 
bo raised again. 

Paul Butler, chairman of the Democratic 
party, scolded Democratic congressmen who 
were refusing to spend mora than the gov- 
ernment takes in. And Walter Reuthcr, head 
of the United Auto Workers, testified that 
we have lost 212 billion dollars worth of 
goods and services because tho government 
has been niggardly.

It Is evident to everyone that If the gov- 
ernment Is to spend more It will cither have 
to increase taxes, or borrow the money. It 
la hard to see how paying more' taxes will 
make us more prosperous, and everybody 
knows government borrowing is clearly In- 
flationary. The price of more government 
spending would havo to bo paid directly or 
Indirectly by tho people. 

But what would be tho benefits o( more 
government spending? Our citizens couldn't 
take homo tho things tho government would 
buy. And either higher taxes or more infln- 
tlon would mean that each citizen could 
provide less for his family than he docs now. 

In 1058, eoch citizen's share of govern- 
ment cost $G40. That Is $2,560 worth of gov- 
ernment for a family 6( four.. Oppose gov- 
ernment had cost half that. Would the aver- 
age family be better or worse off with $1,- 
240' more to spend? Suppose government 
had cost twice , that. Would the average 
family bo better oft with a dotibled tax bill? ^
